army appropriation bill reached 
a compromise late Saturday on 
an army of 125,000 enlisted men 
for the next twelve months. This 
represents a reduction of 8,000 
from the senate figure and nn 
increase of 10.000 over the size 
of the army fixed by the house. 


The house delegation refused 


to accept the senate provision 
fixing a maximum authorization 
of an army of 140,000 enlisted 
men as well as the item appro- 
priating pay for 133,000 as pass- 


ed by the senate. 
They were 


said to have stood solidly against 
any provision which would have 
permitted personnel of more than 
125,000. War department repre- 
sentatires declared repeatedly in 
hearings on the bill that to re- 
duce 
the 
present 
authorized 


strength, of 150,000 was to go 
below the line of safety. 


Decision as to the conference 


report on the enlisted strength 
leaves only two important sec- 
tions of the annual supply bill 
yet to be considered, exclusive

China Takes a Brace 


L 


I YUAN HUNG, president of China, who 


was recalled to his office after Wu Pei Fu 


heat the reactionary army of Chang Tso Lin, 
was never noted for aggression. -He was un- 
seated by the Japanese-owned clique in 1917 
without much of a struggle, and for a time 
thereafter the hope of republican China seem- 
ed to center on the Cantonese government of 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen. 
It was a factionalist, trucu- 


lent regime, this Cantonese government, but at 
least it was pro-Chinese and anti-Jap. But Li 
Yuan Hung comes back to office under appai-- 
ently much more favorable auspices than when 
he first assumed the place. 
For one 
thing, 


Japan has been forced to drop open efforts to 
control China, and has in some sort pledged 
her word in the Pacific treaties of Washington 
to let China alone. 
For another, the militar- 


ist Tu-Chuns have been soundly trounced in 
the interests of constitutional government. 


Best of all, perhaps, is the announcement 


that \Vu Ting Fang, well-known Chinese diplo- 
mat and statesman, has been offered the post of 
premier under the re-instated 
parliamentary 


government. China has, nominally, a republi- 
can system. It has net worked because there 
were not found men honest enough and strong 
enough to lead a republic. 
From experience 


with Wu Ting Fang in tha United States there 
is reason to hope that he is both honest and 
strong for the job. Outside of China he has an 
international reputation for wisdom and alert 
intelligence. He is a practical man, schooled 
in modern ways. 
It-would seem that his ap- 


pointment offers the best chance for Chinese 
rehabilitation under democratic principles that 
it has had in the years since Yuan Shi Kai. 


How much, one wonders, of this hopeful 


new deal in China may be traced to the con- 
ference at Washington. 
It was and is the. fa- 


shion to belittle the achievement of the Wash- 
ington conference in regard to China, because 
it consisted in chief of declaring broad general 
principles not specifically applied. 
Cynics— 


of whom in international affairs there are more 
than there are of informed and wise folks—• 
said that these principles would never get more 
than lip-service. 
And perhaps they will not. 


Yet there is no doubt that Japan has pulled in 
her horns in China, and that the pro-Japanese 
clique that was in power with every apparent 
prospect for remaining in control has been driv- 
en out. Something is causing a new and vig- 
orous movement for the re-rnaking of China as 
a republic. May it not be the result, among 
other things, of the emphatic notice which was 
served at Washington on her aggressive neigh- 
bor off the coast that spoliation of China must 
stop? Washington was not 100 per cent suc- 
cessful. No international political adjustment 
can be, from everybody's angle. But after all 
the big question at Washington was to halt the 
dismemberment of China, and the extinction of 
its independence. 
And that seems to have 


stopped. 


of the prohibitionists' endeavor to be thorough- 
ly consistent. Each means less money taken 
out of the country, more in circulation and at | 
work at home.

economic implement. One might suggest that 
as a rider to the next immigration bill pros- 
pective immigrants cannot be required to sign 
the pledge, or something.1

Boycott—Refusal to wear or use any foreign-made goods; sometimes 


means the same as non-co-operation. 


Civil Disobedience—Refusal not only to co-operate with the present 


government but also to pay taxes to it or to be found by its laws. 


Hartal—Voluntary general suspension of business to show disapproval 


of something the government has done or Is about to do; usually intended 
also to show the strength of the non-co-operators. 


Khalifat-—-A movement on the part of Mohammedans, especially those 


of India, originating as a protest against the peace terms offered to Turkey 
at the close of the war, and now seeking the restoration of the Khalifa 
temporal power a,nd the freeing of Mohammedans from Christian rule. 
A deputation to the Viceroy", Lord Reading, stated the minimum demand 
thus: "Arabia, as delimited by Mos-
